ALGER ON WAR PROBLEM. 


TELLS HOW SANTIAGO PRISONERS 
ees WERE SENT TO SPAIN. 


Secretary of War Explains How He 
Formulated the Arrangements for 
Disposing of the Troops Surren- 
dered to Shafter and Tells How He 
Hit Upon the Idea After a Restless 
Night—Gives Official Correspondence 
Leading Up to the Capitulation. 


~ Washington, D. C., July 23.—Secretary 
Alger has always felt a keen pride in the 
success with which the War department 
met the problem of disposing of the thou- 
sands of Spanish prisoners captured in San- 
tlago Province, but the history of that time 
has not been fully told, and it remained for 
Secretary Alger today to supply it by the 


* following bit of reminiscence: 


On the night of July 9, 1898, the Presi- 
dent asked me what, in my judgment, we 
should do with the Spanish prisoners of 
Santiago after their capture. The matter 
had received much thought from the Presi- 

dent and myself, but no definite conclusion 
had been reached. I then suggested to the 
President that Galveston, Tex., would be 
the best place in the United States, in my 
judgment, where we could send them; that 
it was away from the coast line travel; a 
good ‘harbor; that there would be plenty of 
room for camping them, and that its cli- 
mate would be as nearly similar to that of 
Santiago as we could probably select. This 
seemed to meet his approval, as it was only 

a question of time, of course, when their 
capture would be effected. 


Slept Over the Problem. 

„went to my home, as nearly as I can 
remember, about 2 o'clock in the morning, 
am being too tired to sleep, I lay awake for 
a while, but finally dozed off. I awoke at 
daybreak, and my first thought was con- 
cerning ‘the Spanish prisoners, and the new 
idea came into my head, ‘ Why not send them 
back to Span? 

“This thought impressed me so deeply 
that I formulated my plan and on the morn- 
ing of July 10, instead of going to the de- 
partment direct, I went to the White House 
and laid the new plan before the President. 
saying that it would be an unprecedented 
procedure and a most gracious act; that to 
transport the prisoners to Galveston would 
be half the distance; that we should have to 
clothe, shelter, guard, and feed them there 
and no doubt have to ship them back to 
Spain in the end. 

I also stated that I believed that it would 
be a great inducement to the Spaniards to 
sufrender, which General Shafter after- 
wards assured me was the effect. 


Gives Official Correspondence. 

„ The President readily approved the plan, 
and on the same day I cabled Genera! Shaf- 
ter as follows: * 

War Department, July 10, 1898.— General Shaf- 
ter, Playa del Este, Santiago, Cuba: Should the 
Spaniards surrender unconditionally and wish to 
return to Spain they will be sent back direct at 
the expense of the United States government. 

R. A. ALGER, Secretary of War. 

“Upon receiving this, on the IIth of July, 
General Shafter sent the following com- 
munication to the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Spanish forces: 

Headquarters Fifth Army Corps, Camp, near 
Santiago de Cuba, July 11, 1898.—Sir: With the 
largely increased forces which have come to me, 
and the fact that I have your line of retreat se- 
curely in my hands, the time seems fitting that I 
should again demand of your Excellency the sur- 
render of Santiago and of your Excellency’s 
army. I am authorized to state that should your 
Excellency so desire, the government of the United 
States will transport the entire command of your 
Excellency to Spain. 

I have the honor to be, very respectfully, your 
obedient servant, WM. R. SHAFTER, 

** Major General Commanding. 

“The Spanish commander replied as fol- 
lows: 

** Santiago de Cuba, July 11, 1898.—Sir: I have 
the honor to advise your Eminence that your com- 
munication of this date is received, and in reply 
desire to confirm that which I said in my former 
communication; also to advise you that I have

Preparing for the Work. ' 

“Immediately upon the surrender steps 
were taken to carry out the pledgesof the 
United States government to ship the Span- 
iards home. The Quartermaster’s depart- 

ment immediately advertised for bids to 
transport the prisoners to Spain, with the 
result that eight of the ocean transporta- 
tion companies submitted a combined bid 
which was for officers $110 and for enlisted 
men $55 per capita, steamers to be dispatched 
from Santiago de Cuba within forty-eight 
hours of their reported arrival, or demurrage 
to be paid at the rate of 60 cents per capita 
per day, same demurrage to 
paid if steamers be detained at 
place of debarkation by quarantine or 
other cause. The Spanish Transatiantic 

company's bid was $55 per capita for officers 
and $20 for enlisted men, with no demurrage. 
The Spanish company’s offer was accepted. 

“The rations for the prisoners were in- 
spected by a United States government of- 
ficial, and this government paid for the 
transportation of all the prisoners $513,860. 
The same number carried by the other com- 
panies under their bid would have cost the 
government $1,312,915. Here was $800,000 
saved to the United States, and probably as 
much more in demurrage.

_ PLANS FOR ALGER RECEPTION. 


Promise of a Great Demonstration by 
Citizens of Detroit on the Gen- 
eral’s Arrival. 

Detroit, Mich., July 23.—[Special.]—Plans 
were put under way today for a reception to 
General Alger which will be of a character 

_ seldom seen in the City of Detroit. There 
were meetings of the-general committee of 
five and the Finance committee. 

General Alger will be met by the Reception 
committe at some point on his way from 

Washington to Detroit. At the depot here 
he will be met by all the marching organiza- 
tions of the city and other places which send

From the depot the General will be escorted 
to the city hall, where a formal presentation 
to the gathered crowds will be made by the 
Mayor of the city and the Governor of the 
State.

Lowering the Lake Levels. 


Chicago, July 21.—- [Editor of The Tribune. — 
The level of Lake Michigan has unquestionably 
been lowered by leaks in various ways in the past 
to such an extent that it is quite time for those 
interested in navigation to call a halt. The pro- 
posed diversion of not less than 600,000 cubic feet 
of water per minute through the drainage chan- 
nel will certainly exceed the total of all pre- 
ceding leaks, and will lower the level of Lake 
Michigan more than all the previous ones. I am 
sure that Mr. Eckhart will find, after the lake 
has lost not less than 600,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute for a considerable period after the 
opening of the drainage channel that the level 
will be lowered, and that in denying this he does 
not know what he is talking about. 

I am glad to be on record that the opening of 
the drainage channel will seriously affect navi- 
gation, and have no doubt but that the future will 
justify my predictions. A remedy has been sug- 
gested—at the outlet of Lake Huron, by so dam- 
ming the outlet there to raise the level. This 
is not feasible, as will be conceded by any one 
who is familiar with the conditions at that point. 
The difficulties of this problem are most serious 
anil cannot be trified with.
